Stuff Is Being Ruined---Fac- 
tories Closing Down Because 
of Lack of Supplies. 


Toronto, Ont., July 20.—The second 
day of the strike on the Grand Trunk 
has been uneventful throughout On- 
tario. Through passenger trains are 
running fairly on time. A few locals 
have been abandoned. No attempt is 
being made to move freight. 

The freight situation in this city is 
indeed serious. The yards and sidings 
are congested with cars. The ice com- 
panies are suffering and much perish- 
able freight is being ruined. 

The only important train abandoned 
today was the Cobalt Special. The 
trains that did go out were manned 
by special men and the terminal super- 
intendent has handled the making up 
of the trains himself. There has not 
been a sign of disorder in this city. 
The men keep away from the station 
and freight yards and base their hope 
of winning the strike upon the diffi- 
culties they believe the company will 
encounter when an attempt is made 
to move freight. : 

On some branch lines of the Grand 
Trunk the towns are getting late de- 
livery of mails. At Straftord a short- 
age of coal is threateged. In some 
towns factoriés have been obliged to 
close down because of inability to se- 
cure supplies. 

Outbreak In Vermont. 

Boston, July 20.—One slight outbreak 


Vt., the closing of a mill at Monson, 
Mass., because of lack of supplies and 
the resumption of the complete pas- 
senger schedules on almost every line 
marked the second day of the strike on 
the Grand Trunk and Central Vermont 
railroad system in New England to- 
day. 

The trouble at Island Pond, Vt., 
which broke out late last night and 
continued this morning, was the cause 
of some discomfiture to the railroad 
officials, and they asked Governor 
George H. Prouty for protection of the 
railroad property and their working 
employees. The governor went at once 
to Island Pond with nearly 50 armed 
deputies. Investigation showed that a 
crowd of young people, mostly relatives 
or friends of the strikers, who largely 
compose the population of the town, 
had thrown coal, decayed eggs and 
other missiles at a train load of strike- 
breakers, broken car windows and done 
other damage. It was also reported 
that switches had been spiked and 
packing removed. One arrest was 
made.

The trip showed conclusively to the 
minds of every one on the train that 
the crops, vegetation and forests in 
the “infested district,” which is within 
a radius of 20 miles of Copper Hill. 
were in no way affected by the fumes 
generated by this plant. 

To be explicit, there are now 10 
fumes. These have all been done 
away with, and the only smoke escap- 
ing from the stacks of the company’s 
plant is steam, and do not harm any- 
thing. 

Every member of the legislature was 
taken for a tour of inspection through 
the big plant, which is a wonderfu! 
thing in itself. and could not be fitly 
described so that the reader could 
pick in his mind’s eye just the enor- 
mous proportious of the wonderful in- 
dustry that is right in the heart of the 
state.

consideration, and that this alone is 
now turning into a wonderful] indus- 
try. 
A Great Industry. 

It has been said that the citizens -:f 
the surrounding countries were the 
ones who were kicking the hardest 
regarding this plant being in opera- 
tion. They were a few years ago. 
when the copper company officials 
themselves admit that the fumes were 
doing some damage, though not as 
great as reported. Several of the lead- 
ing citizens of the towns in the vicin- 
itv of Copper Hill, when talked to. 
were unanimous in stamping the in- 
dustry as a great thing, and that the 
company was not doing any damage 
to crops as has been stated. 

Thus the company has lived up to 
all its promises, the state of Georgia 
has gained the end it has wished to 
gain and the citizens of the districts 
who were most vitally interested ars 
now unanimously opposed to any leg- 
islation against the copper company. 
terming it an injustice. 

To give .one an idea of the vast 
plant is at the best a hard pob, but 
roughly, the following wil] tell it. 

There are 1,400 men employed, a lit- 
tle city in itself. In the engine room 
there are three large engines and three 
smaller ones that supply the power for 
the different devices. Then there are 
two generators, whieh generate air 
for the blast furnaces. Then there are 
two electric engines which furnish 
the electricity for the entire plant. One 
noticeable thing is that all the cars 
used in transporting the ore to the 
furnaces and every other mode of con- 
veyance in the plant proper is run by 
trolleys, power being furnished by the 
above mentioned engines. 

An Immense Plant. 

There are rows upon rows of furn- 
aces where the ore is put in. Ore is 
mixed with some quartz and some 
coke and air blown into the bottom of 
it untdl the two classes of metal are 
separated. The smoke is then carried 
large conduits to the 
chambers, where by the aid of steam 
and water the fumes are converted into 
an acid and it then goes through a 
process of purifying, too lengthy to de-

To give one an idea of the immensity 
of the acid industry, there are twenty- 
six tanks 50 feet wide by 50 feet broad 
by 75 feet high and seventy-two small- 
er tanks 10 feet broad by 10 feet wide 
by 70 feet h.gh. The entire cubic feet 
service of the chamber space at the 
present time is 2,100,000, but when the 
other chambers that are now in the 
course of erection are completed there 
will be a chamber space of 4,600,000 
cubic feet. 

Four hundred and thirty-eight thou- 
sand tons of material was uséd by the 
company last year to get 1,400,000 
pounds of copper, this in itself show- 
ing the immensity of the plant. There 
are 12 miles of railroad in operation 
and four mines. 

The camp of Copper Hill is equipped 
with a splendid club house, which con- 
tains a swimming pool, bowling alley, 
pool and billiard room, reading room, 
tennis courts and all the conveniences 
of a city club. 

Y. M. C. A. for Laborers. 


At the Ducktown mines of the com- 
pany the company has expended $10,000 
in the erection of a Y. M. C. A. for the 
laborers and when completed it wil! be 
a wonderful help.

He rose to the surface, cry- 
ing for help, and bled to death with- 
in four minutes after his swimming 
companions had lifted him from the 
water. 

Whether the fish attacked the boy 
is not known, but it is belleved by his 
companions that the stingaree was 
swimming past and that the force of 
the boy’s dive impaled him on the fear- 
ful barb. The stingaree’s weapon is 
poisonous.

WEDNESDAY IN THE SENATE. 

Passed bill authorizing a con- 
stitutional amendment to be sub- 
mitted to the people to authorize 
the counties of Fulton, Chatham 
and Richmond to supplement the 
Salaries of judges of the su- 
perlor courts. 

The bill to provide for judg- 
ments at the first terms of su- 
perior courts failed to receive 
constitutional majority. 

Passed bill providing for the 
investment of sinking funds 
created to retire municipal 
bonds. 

Passed bill making it illegal 
to publicly imbibe intoxicating 
liquors on railway trains. 

Passed bill providing for 
licensing pharmacists and mak- 
ing more strict the require- 
ments. 

Began consideration of bill to 
provide for state and county 
boards of tax returns and valu- 
ations.

The senate voted on yesterday to 
submit to the people of the state a 
constitutional amendment authorizing 
the counties of Fulton, Chatham and 
Richmond to supplement out of their 
county treasuries the salaries paid by 
the state to superior court judges 
serving in those counties. 

Laws passed by the legislature au- 
thorizing this to be done, having been 
deciared unconstitutional by the su- 
preme court a few days ago in a case 
brought up from Richmond county, a 
bill was introduced in the senate by 
the three senators from the three dis- 
tricts affected, and in the house by 
the nine representatives from the three 
counties affected, the purpose of which 
Was to meet the objections urged by 
the supreme court. 

Only one vote was cast against the 
bill, that one being cast by Senator 
Patterson, of the eighth. 

President Slaton left 
urge the passage of the bill. 
that it only affected the three coun- 
ties of Fulton, Richmond and Chat- 
ham, and no other section of the state. 
That the judges in those counties de- 
Berved more money tn view of the 
higher cost of living in the larger 
cities of the state, and that the citi- 
zens of those counties were willing to 
pay these salaries. Hence it would 
not mean any money taken from the 
state treasury. 

lolicwing the decision of the su- 
preme court recently, a condition was 
Presented where judges of the city 
courts of Atlanta receive $5,000 a year 
and judges of the superior courts only 
receive $3,000. In holding to a rigid 
interpretation of the constitution, how- 
ever, the supreme court held that the 
state provided for the payment of all 
salaries for superior court judges out 
of the state treasury, and forbade 
them to receive any other fees, emolu- 
ments or perquisites. 

Superior Court Judgments. 

When the Senate met Senator Har- 
rell resumed his speech against the 
Calhoun bill to authorize judgments at 
the first. terms of superior courts. He 
said Georgia now had the best collec- 
tion laws in the United States and he 
urged senators to pause before chang- 
ing a system that had been in force 
since the constitutional convention of 
1877. 

Senator Mathews suggested that the 
bill be recommitted in order to 
straighten out the amendments. Sena- 
tor Harrell objected, saying the better 
course would be to kill it once and 
for all. 

The substitute .proposed by the com- 
mittee was adopted by a vote of 19 to 
18. On the passage of the bill as 
amended the ayes and nays were de- 
The vote was 
20 to 17. As this was less than a con- 
stitutional majority, the bill was lost. 

Municipal Sinking Funds. 

The bill of Senator Mathews to pro- 
vide for the proper protection of sink- 
ing funds to retire municipal bonds 
was next taken up. In explaining the 
purpose of the bill he said there was 
at present no law providing how these 
sinking funds should be invested and 
that in some cities the funds were 
loaned out or placed in banks without 
security. Such practice, he said, in- 
jured the credit of the state and its 
various municipalities and made in- 
vestors somewhat suspicious of bonds 
issued by Georgia municipalities. The 
Mathews bill provides that all moneys 
in the sinking funds of municipalities 
shall be invested in state, county or 


municipal bonds. 
The bill was passed without any dis- 


sent.

No Drinking on Trains. 


Senator Day's bill making it unlaw- 
ful for any person to publicly drink 
intoxicating liquor on railway trains 
in Georgia was next considered. A 
committee amendment making the of- 
fense a misdemeanor was adopted and 
the bill was passed. 

The hovse bill to create an auditor 
ef state accounts was taken from the 
table and placed on che calendar. 


Licensing Pharmacists. 


The bill to provide for licensing phar- 
macists was taken up and passed. It 
provides that license shall be granted 
to an applicant who has passed a sat- 
isfactory examination and shall pre- 
sent a certificate showing that he has 
had three years’ practical experience 
in a drug store managed by a licensed 
pharmacist, and is a graduate of an 
accredited high school; second, that he 
is a graduate of a school of pharmacy 
having certain specified requirements 


for admission; and third, that he is a 


graduate of a medical school with 
specified requirement for admission. 
The act is to go into effect on January 
1, 1911. 

. To Equalise Taxes. 


When the first special order, a bill 
to provide for state and county boards 
of tax returns and valuations, was 
taken up, Senator Mathews explained 
jte purpose, saying land in one county 
is returned at a valuation 20 to 40 
per cent lower than that in adjoining 
counties. This bill was intended to 
equalize these returns. Nowhere, he 
said, was. it required that property 
should be given in at its full market 
value, but always reference was had 


"to the real value.

But Passage of Resolution 
Was Caused by Friends. 


Brown Leaders in House Called 
Up and Insisted on Passage 
of Resolution Calling on Gov- 
ernor to Explain Sending of 
Troops to Durham Mines. 


the house of representatives has 
made formal request of Governor 
Brown to know all the facts connected 
with his orderipg state troops to 
Walker county on May 25 to suppress 
rioting at the Durham mines; his rea- 
sons therefor and al] documentary evi- 
dence he may have On the subject. 

The resolution making this request 
was introduced by Mr. Rosser, of 
Walker, an active sympathizer of 
former Governor Smith. It was called 
up yesterday morning and forced 
through by Representative Anderson, 
of Chatham, a prominent supporter of 
Govetnor Brown. 
sented an almost complete change of 
front by the rival house factions. 

As the Smith faction in the house 
weakened on the Rosser resolution ard 
grew lukewarm in its support, the 
Brown people grew bolder and more 
outspoken in their wish to have it 
pussed. When it became apparent that 
it vould never be passed by the Smith 
sup°crters, the Brown supporters sup- 
pifed the votes to put it through. On 
its persage the vote was 82 to 12. 

Made a Political Issue. 

The governor's action in sending 
troops to the Durham coal mines to 
quell a disturbance that was repre- 


rented to him over the telephone to be' 


acute, has been made a political issue 
in the present campaign. On this 
ground an appeal has been made to 
the labor vote by the followers of Mr. 
Smith, on the grounaé that Governor 
Brown acted without authority of law 
and that there was no disturbance, but 
on!y a labor dispute. 

The formal action of the house will 
piace all the facts bearing on the in- 
cident in the official records of the 
state. The governor is required to say 
why he sent the troops, on whose re- 
quest, what conditions they found and 
what the troops did. 

Anil this demand that all the facts 
be spread on the records was made at 
last by the Brown and not by the 
Smith: people. The resolution of Mr. 
Rosser had been referred to the com- 
rules. It reposed quietly 
on the desk for a week or two, while 
the friends of Governor Brown waited 
for it to be brought to light by the 
efforts of its author and others in his 
peiitica’ camp. 

Brought Up by Anderson. 

When the Brown forces had grown 
impatient, Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, 


rose in the house and asked unanimous 


consent that the resolution be put on 
its passage. Instantly objection wae 
uttered by Mr. Tarver, of: Whitfield, a 
Strung supporter of former Governor 
Smith. He explained later, however, 
that his action was taken because the 
auther of the résolution was not pres- 
en. at the time. 

Mr. Anderson then moved that the 
resolution be taken up, and the motion 
wae adopted. 

Immediately another Brown sup- 
porter, Mr. Barrett, of Stephens, moved 
the previous question. Mr. McMichael, 
of Marion, a Hoke Smpeth leader. ob- 


, Jected that there was no logic in at- 


tempting to cut off debate before a 
word of explanation could be made. 

The previous question was ordered, 
and the vote on the adoption of the 
resolution taken. It showed 82 for and 
12 against. 

Terms ef the Resolution. 

The resolution is as follows: 

“Whereas troops were sent into 
Walker county on or about the 25th 
day of May, 1910, by order of the gKOV- 
ernor and there arrested a number of 


}men and caused them to be deported 


from said county: and 

“Whereas the shéPiff of said county 
has publicly declared that the troops 
were not sent at his request, and that 
no lawful occasion existed therefor: 
and 

“Whereas the use of military force 
has always been rightfully regarded 
by our ancestors as a thing danger- 
ous to the liberties of the people and 
jealousy to be opposed by a free peo- 
ple, tenacious of their liberty, and 
mindful of their laws, and 

“Whereas the legislative branch of 
the government is peculiarly charged 
with duty to inquire into alt matters 
that may tend towards arbitrary pow- 
er or may ‘become dangerous prece- 
dents; therefore be it 

“Resolved by the house of represen- 
tatives, That his excellency, the gov- 
ernor, be and he is hereby requested 
to lay before the house at his earliest 
convenience, a full statement of al! 
facts connected with said matter, and 
the reasons therefor, and the particu- 
lar law under which the action re- 
ferred to was taken; the details of 
what the action was, and all docu. 
mentary evidence by way of letters. af- 
fidavits, or otherwise, which he may 
have collected in reference to said 
matter. 

“And to the end that the house mav 
be fully advised as to:whether or no: 
the sending of said troops is to be con- 
sidered a precedent; therefore, be it 
further 

“Resolved, That the governor be and 
he is hereby requested to inform the 
house whether or not the executive 
branch of the government of this state 
considers it to be within the power 
of the execufive to call out the active 
militia, Or any other part thereof. at 
the request or upon the information of 
private persons, and without the in. 
itiative of local authorities.” 

Gevernor Will Answer. 

Governor Brown, on being asked for 
&n expression in regard to the Rosser 
resolution, said he would immediately 
begin the preparation of this document 
and will transmit it to the house with- 
in the next few days. 

It is probable that the governor wil] 
have th) message and accompanying 
decuments ready for transmission by 
Mcnday at the liatest. 

The governor did not appear con- 
spicuously downhearted or depressed 
by the action of the house, for in se- 
curing that action his friends had been 
conspicuously foremost.

A spirit of restlessness brooded over 
the house of representatives yester- 
day morning and disturbed the pro- 
ceedings to such an extent that Speak- 
er Pro Tem. Hardeman, who was in 
the chair, was forced to the necessity 
of having the roll called so as to as- 
certain whether or not a quorum was 


present. 

The call revealed the fact that 
there were 126 members in the house, 
more than a quorum, and the speaker 
instructed all members to vote on one 
side or the other, so as not to block 
legislation. 

The first intimation the chair had 
that a quorum was not voting was on 
the bill by Mr. Alley, of White, pro- 
viding that road commutation tax 
shall be made $2 instead of 50 cents 
in counties of from 5,900 to 5,925 pop- 
ulation. It was a general bill with a 
local application. 

Two or three times the measure wag 
put to the house and each time it fail- 
ed for lack of a quorum. After almost 
wearing his gavel out trying to se- 
cure a constitutional vote, the speak- 
er ordered the roll call, and business 
was resumed. 

The bill was not passed because the 
hour for the special order had arrived 
and it was displaced. 

Commissioner’s Salary. 

The special order was the bill by 
Messrs. McMichael of Marion, Hill of 
Monroe, and others, providing for an 
increase in the salary of the state 
school commissioner. 

The measure provided that he should 
be made secretary and executive agent 
of the board of education, and that he 
should receive $1,000 for this work in 
addition to his present salary of $2,000 
per year. 

An amendment making the increased 
salary $1,500 per year, introduced by 
Mr. Brown, of Murray. was adopted. 

The roll call on the passage of the 
bill showed that the vote was 82 to 
41 in favor of the bill, but since it re- 
quired 93 votes to pass it. Mr. McMichael 
moved it be tabled, and the motion 
prevailed. Several members of the 
house were absent Wednesday, and it 
is believed the measure will be passed 
when all are present. 

On motion of Mr. Hardman, of Jack- 
son, the house, by a vote of 60 to 48, 
reconsidered its action of Tuesday in 
defeating the bill appropriating $15,000 
for the erection of a central heating 
plant on the campus of the state uni- 
versity at Athens, eand the measure 
goes on the calendar for further con- 
sideration. 

Claim of Sims Heirs. 

The house spent more than an hour 
Wednesday morning discussing’ the 
resolution to pay the heirs of Sher- 
man J. Sims §1.175.sv for property 
which was condemned several years 
ago for the use of the Northeastern 
Railroad Company. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Mr. Hardman, of Jackson, and Messrs. 
Brown, McElreath and Alexander, of 
Fulton. It was contended in support 
of the resolution that the state had 
recognized as valid a contract of the 
Sims heirs with the railroad company 
for lifetime passes on its line, in con- 
sideration of the use of certain prop- 
erty. One of these passes, signed by 
Governor Atkinson, was produced as 
evidence. 

It is further contended that the state 
has repudiated this contract, and the 
heirs are seeking a refund of its es-. 
timated value. 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, opposed 
the resolution. He declared that no 
such contract had ever existed, and 
that the state is not due the heirs of 
Mr. Sims anything at all. He was ar- 
guing his point when the hour of ad- 
journment arrived at 1 o'clock.

WILL INVESTIGATE 


PRISON BOARD 


Committee Decides to 
Inquire Into Appoint- 
ment of 10 Inspectors. 


The general judiciary committee of 
the senate yesterday afternoon recom- 
n.ended by a vote of 5 to 4 that the 
rerolution introduced by Senator Jack- 
son, of the twenty-first, on July 14, 
providing for an investigation of the 
pryroll and inspection acts of the 
prison commission, be reported back 
to the senate with the recommenda- 
tion that it pags. 

The resolutiof of Senator Jackson, 
in the preamble, stated that the prison 
commission ts reported to have ten 
men engaged in inspection work, 
whereas the law, according to the 
act of 1908, allows only four, and call- 
ed for an investigation. The general 
juciciary committee referred the reso- 
lution to a subcommittee consisting of 
Senators Womble, Harrell and Slater, 
who were to look into the legality of 
the preamble. 

Senators Womble and Harrell said 
that the report is true, but Senator 
Slater filed a minarity opinion that 
the prison commission has not violated 
tle law. 

Senator Slater contended that the 
cemmission employs only two super- 
vitors, whereas the law allows four, 
and that the other employees are in- 
s*ectors, as many of whom may be 
erm.ployed as is deemed necessary. 

The discussion as to the legality of 
the’ resolution consumed nearly three 
rhoeurs. An effort to request the prison 
commission to appear before the gen- 
erai judiciary committee this after- 
noon and offer explanations was killed 
by a vote of 5 to 4.

THE CLEA RING. INDUSTRIAL HORIZON. 


Through one of the most curious and contradictory controver- 
sies in the history. of American industry, labor and capital: in ‘this 
country appear today nearer an amicable. understanding than in 
the course of the past half-dozen years. , 

The condition has a significance not apparent upon its surface. 
For it will be remembered that at the outset of the new year, the 
commercial pessimists named the imminence of industrial conflicts 
as one of the menaces to prosperity most seriously to be reckoned 
with.. ' 

Now that friction is steadily disappearing, or, at the least, per- 
ceptibly dwindling, the prospect that the year 1910 will rank high 
as one of universal prosperity gains perceptible enhancement. 

The latest development in the situation is the rapprochement 
which brings truce between the American Federation of Labor and 
the Stove Founders’ National Defense Association, an event virtu- 
ally assured in the five articles handed down after a conference 
between the principals recently held at Cincinnati. 

The details of this particular quarrel have been so often re- 
bearsed as to make their recital superfluous. Primarily, the con- 
tention revolved asound a quarrel between organized labor and 
the Bucks Stove and Range Company, of St. Louis. The case ran 
the. gamut of the courts, and charges of contempt against three 
of the most prominent national labor officials are now pending in 
the United States supreme court., 

By the agreement reached at Cincinnati, the Bucks Stove and 
Range Company and their allies withdraw from the prosecution, 
and it is likely the wage disputes will b@settled in a manner sat- 
isfactory to the various participants. 

The peaceful adjustment of the Bucks case is merely one in- 
dication of an industrial horizon in which the symbols are all of 
a clearing nature. : 

Barely two months ago, a monster strike was threatened upon 
the western railroads, which, had it materialized, would have tied 
up traffic and visited untold expense and inconvenience upon busi- 
ness and*the public. Arbitration averted a crisis, left business 
uninterrupted and all parties at least apparently satisfied. 

Next in importance came the demands of operatives on rail- 
roads in the southeast and southwest, with every possibility of 
developing into a stubborn and ugly strike. Mediation under the 
Erdman act effected peace in this instance, and forestalled a clash 
that would have taken especial toll of the southern states. 

Perhaps the climax of doleful prophecy was reached, with the 
threat of employees of the Pennsylvania railroad to walk out, be- 
cause of disagreements over wages and hours; and the seemingly 
inflexible attitude of the officials of this great system.

ONLY TWO PARTIES. 


In his whirlwind invasion of Kansas, Uncle Joe Cannon spoke 
recently an uncomscious truism when he declared that all this talk 
of insurgents and regulars was “bosh.” He went on to say, “there 
are only two parties in this country—the democrats and the repub- 
licans.” And he intimated the insurgents belonged in the former 
alignment. 

For a. poHhtician of notably reactionary tendencies, Speaker Can- 
non is remarkably acute in reading the signs of the times, though 
he is not equally happy in his definitions. 

Had he said that the names of the two parties in this country 
should be correctly interpreted as “progressive” and “conservative,” 


and that the insurgents of both old parties belonged. in the first 


and himself in the latter, he would have enunciated an unim- 
peachable axiom. 
In no respect is the swift-approaching political readjustment 
more surely forecasted than in this identical Kansas situation. 
Here is Cannon, ostensibly republican, trailing over the state 


and preaching one brand of doctrines. 


On the other hand, here is Murdock, also ostensibly republican, | 


following in his footsteps and preaching another doctrine as far 
apart from the Cannon deliverances as the north is from the south 
pole. 

As a matter of fact,*no two contending parties in recent vears 
have presented differences so sharply defined as those blazed be- 
fore the public in the pursuit-debate between Cannon and Mur- 
dock. 

It may be that the shake-up and realignment The Constitution 
materialize in the next few 
months, or in time for the congressional elections. The time is too 
short for such a far-reaching development. 

But, so far as word and deed are indications of belief and con- 
viction, the change is already here. 

Such contrasts as Cannon and Murdock cannot long ‘be de- 
scribed by the same generic label. And parallel incongruities exist 
in the democratic party.

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THE GAMENESS OF UNCLE JOE. 


For the good of the nation and in a figurative sense, of course, 
one may decorate Speaker Cannon with horns end a barbed tail. 

From the standpoint of uncompromising courage, to the verge 
of recklessness, and an adherence to conviction that defies the threat 
of nervous collapse, the most inveterate critic of this remarkable 
old man cannot withhold tribute. 

The other day, the terrific effects of a Kansas sun and the 
strain of campaigning brought him to collapse in the midst of 
a speech. | 

Yet the next day he thrust aside protesting physicians and 
anxious friends and resumed spell-binding with his wonted vigor 
of manner. 

That much on the physical side, and it is saying much when 
one remembers his fullness of years. 

Now his moral courage, as expressed recently at Emporia, has 
reached the stage that must challenge admiration, though it hardly 
appeals to the judgment of the political astute. : 

For, in the first place, Uncle Joe has been ferociously lambast- 
ing the insurgents in an insurgent state; next, he has declared 
openly that he is a receptive candidate for reelection as speaker. 

The latter appears partisan hari-kari, straight! It is intolera- 
bly conclusive evidence that the country has had its fill of Can- 
nonism and Cannon, Aldrichism and Aldrich. 

The latter shows a wisdom superior to that of the wily Dan- 
ville politician. Scenting the trend, he has signified his intention 
of stepping down and out at the expiration of his present term. 

And here is Cannon, as much anathematized and with as good 
cause as Aldrich, seeking to turn the hands of the clock backward 
by announcing his intention of again foisting himself upon the 
country! 

Whether sublime or foolhardy, his action is one that calls for 
backbone of the sort the average politician lacks. 

That much is to his credit. If, as is probable, it drags down 
his party to defeat, it will likely work no damage more emphatic 
than had he kept his mouth closed altogether. _

Someone has said that once a man turns criminal 


the world 


becomes as glass—that nowhere in its broad dominions may he find.

Like all generalizations, the assertion is true and untrue. 


| Though the proposition would not appeal to the moralists, it is

| one the I¢ss a fact .that among the workers of evil as among 


the law-abidiliz, the rule of the survival of the fittest and the dom- 
inance of mediocrity by ability are the real tests in the equation. 

This, apropos of the present world-pursuit of Crippen, .the 
American vender of patent medicines, who is charged with mur- 
dering his wife in a London suburb. 

The drag-net of civilization is outspread to catch the wary feet 
of this fleeing quack. Any moment may bring news of his arrest, 
either two streets from the scene of crime or a thousand miles dis- 
tant. Again, the days may drift into weeks and the weeks into 
months, and the tragedy gradually take its place in history along- 
side the numerous unsolved mysteries that yet baffle the student 
of the curious. 

Let violation of law or human atrocity be sufficiently out- 
rageous, and civilization forgets the distinctions of geography, creed 
and language, and bands together in common pursuit of the crim- 
inal. It brings to the task, too, facilities that outpace magic. Elec- 
tricity, steam and science, the sharpening of human ingenuity itself, 
have conspired to bring into existence a kind of glorifed searchlight 
that plays upon all the dark places of the world, and that follows 
the trail of the outlaw with the relentlessness of the mythical 
Nemesis. 

But now, as in the middle centuries, when havens innumerable 
offered to the fleeing criminal, it does not always place its*‘quarry. 
Just one recent instance will serve as an illustration. When the 
Chinese proselyte did away with Elsie Sigel, civilization was ran- 
sacked and fine-tooth-combed as it has not been ‘in years, Yet 
Leon Ling is still at large and the authorities, if they ever think 
about the case, are as far gone in bewilderment now as when the 
reading world was freshly startled... ~ 

One does not need to look far for the explanation. It is the 
old game of wit against wit, the hare versus the hound, with the 
big difference that in these days the former has command of the 
Same marvelous facilities that give wings to the feet of the latter.

That is not a mere empty statement, 
but history proves it in numberless 
ways. 

“Experience proves it is tmpossible 
to wreck a farmers’ organization, save 
by aid from the inside. I warn you 
against such temptations. It will be 
sorry consolation to feed persona! 
hatred, only to stand later amid the 
ruins of your order. 

“Upon the written records I ohal- 
lenge any man as to the honesty and 
competency of my administration. Fig- 
ures and facts are at your disposal. 
Is it best to decide by them—or at the 
dictation of persona) hatred nurtured 
by enemies of your organization? I 
do not ask you to take my work, but 
to study with microscopic care my 
every officia; act, and if you find me 
traitor, coward or ingrate, then treat 
me as such deserves. 

“The organization in Georgia is fast 
approaching thepinnacleof its strength 
and influence.

No other. charges 
against President Lee. 

Contrary to anticipatory 
none were brought against Mr. Duck- 
worth. It was shown that the latter 
was not an officer of the union, and 
that even were the accusations against 
him founded in fact, the convention had 
no jurisdiction over his acts. 

The Election of Cabaniss. 

The tail of the dove of peace had 
been a little salted, but the bird itseif 
was a trifle shy when the convention 
got down to the election of president.

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GEORGIA SOLDIERS RETURN HOME 


FROM THE ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT 


After ten days of most enjoyable(7) 
maneuvering and fighting, two train 
loads of tired, hungry, dust-begrimed 
soldier boys set foot again on Atlanta 
soil at 8:30 o'clock last night, and lost 
smai. time in discarding khaki for 
civillan clothes. 

Following a breakfast of hard tack 
and bacon, they were dressed in regu- 
lation uniforms and fighting over the 
historic old Snodgrass Hill early Wed- 
nesday morning like the most blood- 
thirsty of warriors; today they will 
dress like ordinary citizens, will again 
have the liberty of drinking their 
“coffee” and eating real food, and will 
pursue their various vocations as in 
days before the war between the Reds 
and Browns. 

For the first time during the en- 
campment they slept under the trees 
Monday night, and, as !f a real war 
long hours in 
bivouac, preparatory to a battle be- 
tween the Browns and Reds, which be- 
gan at 2:30 o’clock in the morning. 

It was the object of the Red army to 
charge up Snodgrass Hill. 

Colonel Pomeroy Dismeunted. 

Major Katron, of the second battal- | 
ion, received special mention from reg- 


ular army officers for his gallantry 
during the battle. The only thing 


‘which came near being @ tragedy dur- 


ing the fight was when Colonel E. E, 
Pomeroy’s horse fell, throwing him. 
However, the only injury sustained 
was a fracture of the colonel’s dignity. 
which soon healed. 

The thirteenth and fourteenth trains 
out of Chickamauga bore the Fifth 
Georgia boys. The First Georgia, un- 
der the command of Colonel O'Leary, 
of Savannah, left immediately after 
the fight, and was followed shortly by 
the Second Georgia, under the com- 
mand of Colonel Walter Harris. 

One amusing incident of the trip 
home occurred when Commissary Ser- 
geant Fowler, of Company L, Captain 
White commanding, left the train at 
one of the stations for a brief forag- 
ing trip. After the train was well 
under way again, it was discovered 
that the officer had been left alone in 
the woods. 

The Georgia troops were highly com- 
plimented during the encampment by 
regular army officers as being a very 
efficient band of militia. The Fifth 
Georgia received the compliment of 
one officer as»being the best troops he 
has seen.

Savannah, Ga., July 20.—Bolstered 
up by a short crop with present and 
prospective scarcity and a mood steady 
demana in European and northern 
markets, the price of turpentine and 
rosin have advanced.to almost record 
figures for the height of the season.

Today there was 4 
sight reaction in the turpentine mar- 
ket, 69% being quoted against a close 
yesterday of 70%. 

The last season began with a heavy 
surplus from the season before, but 
aH of the old stock was wiped out 
and the trading now is upon the crop 
eoming in, with every gallon finding a 
r-ady sale.

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New York, July 20.—There was @ 
renewal of the selling movement which 
caused yesterday's sensational break 
in the cotton market this morning, but 
after an early decline a better de- 
mand developed and prices more than 
recovered their loss in the afternoon, 
On ocvering and bull support, encour- 
aged by reports of better trade condi- 
tions and an increased demand from 
mills. The close was very steady at a 
net advasgce of 1@9 points. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 3 
points on covering by some of yes- 
terday’s late sellers, who found the 
Liverpool cables considerably better 
than they had expected. The bull lead- 
ers gave the old crop months support, 
but aside from this there was no very 
aggressive buying, and shortly after 
the call the market became easier un 
der liquidation and bear pressure. The 
detailed weather reports showed noth; 
ing more than scattered local showers 
or rains in Texas, rather than the gen- 
eral soaking rains considered, But the 
eastern belt forecast was for generally 
clear weather, and the improvement 
in that section was one of the bearish 
factors during the middle of the morn- 
ing when prices sold off to a loss of 
about 8@10 points on new crop 
months. Old crop positions, however, 
were well maintained, and it was re- 
ported’ that the mills were buying new 
crop deliveries more freely at the de- 
cline. Recent sellers for short ac- 
count started to cover, with prices ad- 
vancing quite sharply during the after- 
noon and closing within a point or two 
of the top on the active months. For- 
eign trade advives were decidedly bet- 


New York, July 20.—There was 4 
glimmer of speculative interest in the 
coppers today. That was all that re- 
deemed the day’s stock market from 
being the dullest of the year. 

An anomaly in the dealings was that 
the usual lull in the noon hour pro- 
ceedings gave place to the spurt in 
activity which provided the heaviest 
hour’s. business of the session. The 
demonstration in the copper group was 
not explained definitely, but gave rise 
to rumors of progreas in the efforts to 
bring about a working agreement be- 
tween the leading producers to cur- 
tail the output. Buying of Amaiga- 
mated Copper for foreign account was 
regarded as quite imposing and this 
supplied the vantage point for an up- 
lift in the whole group. Copper min- 
ing shares were a strong feature in 
London and in Paris as well, thus in- 
dicating a considerable scope for the 
movement, whether it is purely spec- 
ulative or of more substantial na- 
ture. 

Desire on the part of a number of 
finaricial interests to effect a closer in- 
terest between the great copper pro- 
ducers and to restrict the production 
has been avowed on more than one oc- 
casion, and is supposed to have await- 
ed the supreme court's decision on the 
anti-trust law for active steps towards 
its consummation. The credence given 
to the present reports of an agreement 
grows out of the depressed condition 
in the copper metal trade. The pros- 
pects of the reports being well ground- 
ed was sufficient to prompt a consid- 
erable demand from outstanding shares 
in the copper securities. The sympa-
